BELLS TOLL IN MISSIONS FOR | 
GOLDEN JUBILEE OF FATHER 
RICARD, NOTED ASTRONOMER.

SANTA CLARA, May 380.—The golden jubilee of Father 
Jerome 8. Ricard, fifty years a priest in the Jesuit Order and a 
noted astronomer and scientist, was celebrated here today at Santa 
Clara University with masses, athletic events and a banquet. 
Archbishop Edward J. Hanna of San Francisco, 
many other prelates from all parts of the 
State and several prominent visitors were in 
attendance. 

The opening ceremony was a solemn high 
mass, celebrated at an open-air altar in the 
Santa Clara Mission garden, placed between four 
huge palm trees and banked with orchids, roses 
and poppies. Father Ricard himself was the 
celebrant priest, with Bishops Joseph 8. Glass 
of Salt Lake City, Thomas Grace of Sacramento 
and John J. Cantwell of Los Angeles assisting. 
Archbishop Edward J. Hanna preached the 
sermon. 

Bells at fourteen historic missions scattered 
through California were rung at 11 o'clock in 
honor of Father Ricard. The tolling at Santa 
Clara was the signal for the worshipers to 
rise and stand in silence for a minute in memory 
of the Santa Clara University men who fell in

Among the visitors were Delphin M. Demas, oldest living grad- 
uate of the university, who received his degree in 1862. Col. Charles 
E. Stanton, originator of the “Lafayette, we are here,” remark in 
France, and James Smith, former Governor-General of the Philip- 
ee POE Ricard was born in Southern France in 1850, joined the 
Jesuit Order at Turin, Italy, and began to teach at Santa Clara 
in 1873.

[EXCIABIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, MAY 30 — An 


completed an examination of the 
wrecked Curtiss Eagle Army air- 
plane, which crashed to carth near 
Indian Head, Md., Saturday night. 
carrying seven men to their death, 
held today that the tragedy was not 
the fault of the machine nor its 
pilot, lieut, Stanley M. Ames. 

The investigation board comprised 
Capt. W. B. Ocker, Lieut. Pau! T.

Their repgrt, it is understood, 
will set forth that the plane was 
not defective in any respect, that 
Lieut. Ames was in no way respon- 
sible for the fatality, and that the 
collapse of the giant ambulance 
plane must be attributed to the vio- 
lent electrical storm, which struck 
‘with unusual sharpness. 

Secretary of War Weeks, who 
has taken particular interest in the 
tragedy, tonight said that he be- 
lieved the disaster to have been un- 
avoidable.

the money in a bank not long ago, 
I observed the teller checking up a 
long list of checks that the man just 
of me was depositing. 
It was interesting to watch the 
movement of the pen. Before writ- 
ing a number in front of each 
check he made a little flourish with 
the pen. I watched closely and 
gaw that this was a regular set 
flourish as the movement each time 
exactly the same. As the teil- 
er had been in the habit of doing 
this all day, it was not done for the 
purpose of limbering the fingers, but 
more of a subconscious movement 
while the mind was concentrating 
on just how to begin. So it is not 
alone in golf that the waggle as- 
serts itself. 


FOR THE SWING. 
The waggle can be made useful as 
well as ornamental. I once knew 
of a chap that used to int the 
club to the hole, bring it ck, then 
go through the follow-through 
movement again. He told me it was 
one of the greatest things he had 
ever heard of for the beginner as it 
was not only a stretching of the 
arms and making sure of the right 
direction, but a stunt calculated to 
make one follow through. That is, 
it done in the preliminary move- 
ment, it would be likely to be fol- 
low out in the regular swing. | 
Many amateurs make a practice 
swing before hitting the ball, bu 
few, if any, of the pros do it. The 
practice swing is, of course, made in 
the way of preparation. One has 
certain things that he intends to do 
and rehearse the swing before 
hand fis not a had idea for the 
beginner, but I don't think it helps 
en e the daisy clip . 
Hitting at a daisy and knotkine’ tte 
head off is an ancient custom, prob- 
ably invented at the same time or 
shortly after the golf club, if, in- 
deed, there were any daisies at that 
time to grace the golf course. 
Many a golfer before leaving the 
first tee can step near-by to a 
daisy patch and everlastingly knock 
the heads off of every one he aims 
at with neatness and precision ex- 
hibiting a loose and relaxed swing 
and a perfect follow through: then 
he can go back to the tee, stiffen 
up tn his back swing, make an awk- 
ward lunge at the ball and half miss 
it. Wonderful what a great change 
the effect of the little white ball has 
on us compared to the daisy or any 
other mark that we practice on. 
There are many practicing stunts 
for golfers, but these beautiful June 
days will find 99 per cent of us out 
the course instead of prac- 
Perhaps after all it is just 
as well we do, unless the practice 
is done with an idea of improving 
ones game. Merely hitting a few 
balis without thorough knowledge 
of what one is doing, is not going 
to help a great deal. Practice should 
be done with limbering up and get- 
ing the swing working.

RAISING COTTON 
NOW ON TREES. 


Much Progress Being Made in 
Mexico With Experiments. 


Plants Produce Long Staple 
Yield Heavily. 


ments is Promising. 


[EXCLASIVE DISPATOR.} 

GUADALAJARA (Mex.) May 30.— 
Remarkable progress has been made 
in some districts of the Pacific Coast 
‘region of Mexico in growing caravo- 
nica cotton, according to reports re- 
‘ceived here. This species of cotton 
~ grown on trees and is the out- 
‘come of a long series of experiments 
jwhich have been conducted in the 
/more tropical parts of Mexico, Aus- 
tralia and other countries for many 
‘years past. 

It is stated that the growing of this 
cotton on a large commercial scale 
in Mexico will be attempted by a 
‘number of planters, now that the 
revolutionary and banditry period ap- 
jparently is over. Even during the 
several years that these disturbances 


‘were going on the production of cara- 


‘vonica cotton on a limited scale was 
carried on. 

| PLANT IS HYBRID. 

| It was more than fifteen years ago 
that the first caravonica cotton was 
by the crossing of a fine 
long-stapled Mexican cotton with a 
coarse long-stapled Peruvian cotton. 
This hybridization was carried out in 
ithe state of Queensiand, Australia, 
isome twenty years ago by an Italian 
acientist, Dr. David Thomatis, and 
since then seeds from the resulting 
plants have been tried in all parts 
of the world. It is being experiment- 
‘ed with in Mexico, Australia, India, 
pt, French New Caledonia and 
ithe Congo. 
| Experiments fn ee Mexico and 
‘the United States did not prove al- 
‘together successful, but in Southern 
Mexico the plant grows well. It has 
‘been demonstrated that the plant 
grows best in a hot climate, with 
not too much rainfall. The seed was 
introduced into Mexico in June, 19034, 
by Prof. Pehr Olsecn-Seffer. vho 
planted them at La Zacualpa botani- 
‘cal station on the Pacific Coast, and 
finding that cli:nate suitable, 
afterward planted 1865 acres. It is 
estimated that the land especially 
jadapted to this plant in Mexico is 
some 2,000,000 acres on the svuth- 
western coast, lying between Manzan- 
illo on the north and the Guate- 
malan border on the south. This 
land is now worth $6 to $10 gold 
an acre. 

Caravonica cotton has black seed, 
similar to that of Egyptian cottoh, 
and the comes out clean and 
‘flossiess from the gin. Being long 
staple, only the roller gin is suitable 
for handling it. There are two va- 
rieties of the caravonica cotton, one 
known as wool caravonica, which 
adapted for mixing with wool, and 
the other, which is more valuable, 
known as silk caravonica, which has 
a long silky fiber of.great strength, 
that can be mixed without detection 
with some qualities of silk, it is 
stated. 

_ The advantages claimed for cara- 
voenica cotton are its large produc- 
tion per acre, its large yield of lint, 
and the fact that it t# a perennial, 
‘The caravonica tree, or rather, buth, 


will grow to twenty feet or more 
in height, but it is usually trimmed 
every year. It will begin to bear at 
seven to eight months after sowing 


iplanting for five to eight years. In 
starting a Pplantation the land has 
to be very carefully prepared, but 
after that it needs little cultivation 
beyond weeding under the trees. 


YIELD I8 HEAVY. 


Trees are planted in rows, seven 
feet apart each way, which gives 
about 900 trees to the acre. With 
1300 to 500 bolls, each tree bears 
‘from four to seven pounds of seed 
‘cotton, or about one and one-third 
‘to two and one-third pounds of clean 
lint. Under favorable circumstances 
icaravonica cotton in Mexico has 
‘yielded 2356 pounds of seed cotton 
and from this have been obtained 
(1200 pounds of clean lint per acre. 
‘The yield of lint in this cotton is 
remarkable, varying from 48 to 62 


iper cent. 
The cotton is gathered from Janu- 
ary to May. Picking in the first 


\years is performed by pulling down 
ithe branches, but when the tree is 
jfull grown it has to be done from 
stepladders. The bolls on large trees 


large size of bolls diminishes the dif- 
ficylty of picking from such high 
ushes. 

This tree cotton has been found to 
be very healthy and highly resistant 
to pests of all kinds. n experi- 
mental lots of silk caravonica that 
have been shipped to Liverpool a 
slightly higher price than that paid 
for Sea Island has been obtained.

PASADENA BANK 
CASE UP TODAY. 


Pyle and Conner Will Face 
| Conspiracy Charge. 


Former Official, Cinema Man 
| Declared Enemies. 


| ‘Trial Are Forecast. 


Testimony regarding the $70,000 
looting of the funds of the National 
Bank and Trust Company of Pasa- 


government against Edward J. Pyle, 
former vice-president of the institu- 
tion, and W. J. Conner, at one time 
head of the Master Pictures, Inc., 
will be heard today in a criminal 
action before a jury in U. 8. District 
Judge Bledsoe’s court. It is believed 
the case will last ten days or two 
weeks. 

The tion arises out of the 
efforts of Mr. Conner te float a mo- 
tion picture concern, it seems. The 
indictment charges Mr. Pyle with 
misappropriation of national bank 
funds, and that Mr. Conner con- 
spired with him to the same end. 

There are eighteen overt acts 
listed, involving the payment of cer- 
tain drafts by the bank, said to 
have been drawn by Mr..Conner on 
individuals, one of whom was dead 
when the transaction took. place, 
and in others where they refused to 
pay them. 

The total amount of money 
charged as having been secured from 
the Pasadena bank is $67,520. 

The transactions run from June 
8, 1920, when a $15,000 draft was 
drawn on Holmes, Sydney, 
Australia, to Aug. 9, 1920, when three 
drafts, aggregating $9850, were 
drawn by Mr. Conner on individuals 


teresting and possibly sensational an- 
gies in that the interests of the two 
defendants are so antagonistic, it is 


forecast. 

An effort was made by Fredericks 
& Hanna, representing Pyle, to se- 
cure a severance of the cases, but 
this was denied by Judge Bledsoe. 
Tt was declared that Pyle and Con- 
ner were bitter enemies, that they 
did not speak, and that there could 
be no co-operation along the lines 
of a common defense. 

The defense of Conner will be that 
the Pasadena bank lost nothing by 
the transactions, in that it has the 
note of one J. M. Jones, for the ag- 
gregate amounts. Jones is an east- 
ern man, supposed to be a capitalist. 
He invested some money in the film 
game, and, aceordine to the state- 
ment of Capt. W. T.: Helms. who 
represents Conner, signed a note re- 
imbursing the bank for the drafts 
drawn bv Conner. But the govern- 
ment and the bank came right back 
with the assertion that Jones has 
had a petition in bankruptcy filed 
against his estate in Nebraska, and 
that the note is worthless. Under 
the law it ita no cririte to draw > 
draft on anybody for any reason, and 
{tt is urged in behalf of Conner that 
did nothing [legal in makine t> 
Arafts complained of. and that 
“ote of Jones is good for the reim- 
hnreement of the bank. 

The government will endeavor to 
prove that Conner and Pyle con- 
spired to defraud the bank. but there 
is no charge that Pyle profited a cent 
by the enterprise. It will be shown, 
it is said, that for some time previous 
to the transactions named in the In- 
dictment, that the president of the 
bank, J. B. Coulston, by reason of 
pressing outside engagements, had 
no charge of the inner workings of 
the bank, that had by common con- 
sent of the head of the institution 
and the directors, been placed on the 
shoulders of Vice-President Piye. 

When Pyle was taken into custody 
on the charge, he furnished a state- 
ment to the press in which he iIn- 
dicated that he was being made a 
“goat’ of by some unnamed person 
or interest, and this feature of the 
case is likely to be the dominant note 
in the trial. 

The defendant, Conner, has been 
in the public eye at various times 
within the past few years. He was 
connected with the All Night and 
Day Bank in this city, when that 
institution got into financial difficul- 
ties before its transfer to its present 
owners. Newton J. Skinner was 
president of the bank. Skinner is 
now living in New York. Some 
weeks ago he was summoned here 
for information in regard to some
